ANNUAL  REPORT 
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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Cowbridge  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit,  for  your  consideration,  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1948. 

Nurse  E.  Rawnsley,  the  Health  Visitor,  retired  in  June,  1948. 
I desire  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Miss 
Rawnsley  who  carried  out  her  work  with  such  distinction  over  a period 
of  25  vears.  It  was  indeed  a happy  experience  to  work  with  her  in  the 
Health  Services  of  the  Council.  She  was  a loyal  and  capable  official 
and  she  never  spared  herself  in  carrying  out  her  duties.  She  was 
particularly  successful  as  Chief  Billeting  Officer  during  the  last  war. 

The  year  1948  will  be  memorable  hecause  it  marks  the 
end  of  a century  of  Public  Health  legislation  and  because  the  National 
Health  .Service  Act,  1946,  came  into  force  in  July. 

I had  hoped  to  include  in  the  report  a resume  of  the  public  health 
improvements  carried  out  by  the  Council  since  its  inception  in  1894 
but  time  has  not  permitted  this  luxury  of  delving  into  the  records. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  1948  are  again  very  favourable.  The 
Birth  rate  of  23.1  per  1,000  population  is  the  highest  for  any  area  in  the 
Administrative  County  of  Glamorgan  and  almost  6 per  1,000  above 
the  average  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  of  10  per  1,000  is  also  one  of  the  lowest  in  the 
County,  while  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  41  per  1,000  live  births  is 
equal  to  the  average  for  the  County  but  7 per  1,000  above  the  average 
for  England  and  Wales. 
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Infectious  cases  show  a marked  decline  and  for  the  second  year 
there  was  no  positive  case  of  Diphtheria,  a fact  worthy  of  special  note. 
There  was  a reduction  also  in  the  number  of  other  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  remain  at 
129  (all  types). 

I desire  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Officers  and  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  over  the  year  and  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Cowbridge  Rural  Area  borders  on  the  southern  portion  of  the 
South  Wales  Coalfield  and  includes,  in  the  South,  a good  part  of  the 
fertile  Vale  of  Glamorgan.  The  area  is  bordered  on  the  East  by  the 
Cardiff  Rural  District,  on  the  North  by  the  Llantrisant  and  Llantwit 
Fardre  Rural  District,  whilst  the  Penybont  Rural  District  Council  are 
neighbours  on  the  western  boundary.  The  Borough  of  Cowbridge  is 
situate  in  the  centre  of  the  Rural  Area. 

The  extreme  north  of  the  District  is  hilly,  the  highest  portions 
being  some  900  feet.  In  this  part  there  are  two  important  collieries,  a 
by-product  works,  an  iron  ore  mine,  milk  factory,  furniture  factory  and 
a rapid  precast  cement  factory.  Open-cast  coal  mining  is  contemplated 
here. 

The  central  and  southern  portions  comprise  the  more  fertile 
agricultural  lands  although  a fair  proportion  of  the  available  labour  is 
absorbed  by  stone  quarrying  and  tile  making  in  the  centre  and  by  the 
two  large  R.A.F.  Stations  of  St.  Athan  and  Llandow  in  the  South. 

Public  water  mains  are  available  in  each  of  the  28  Parishes,  and 
94.3  per  cent,  of  the  total  houses  in  the  area  are  connected.  The 
villages  of  Llanharan,  Brynna,  Thomastown,  Ynysmardy,  Llanharry, 
Tylagarw,  Boverton,  Llantwit  Major,  & St.  Athan  are  sewered  to  disposal 
works  and  sea  outfalls,  and  56.8  per  cent,  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are 
connected.  69  pei  cent,  of  the  houses  are  provided  with  water  closets. 

The  Council  have  a refuse  collection  scheme  in  operation  under 
contract  throughout  the  whole  area  (excepting  isolated  houses)  and 
salvage  colleetion  is  still  carried  out  in  the  larger  villages.  In  the 
coming  year  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  greater  portion  of  the  Area  refuse 
collection  and  cesspool  emptying  will  be  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 

Electric  light  is  available  in  most  villages  and  arrangements  are  in 
hand  for  extensions  to  many  of  the  remaining  hamlets,  some  of  which 
will  be  connected  in  the  coming  year.

Blood  specimens  were  obtained  from  each  ante-natal  patient  and 
sent  for  examination  to  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory for  W.R.  test. 

Samples  of  Blood  from  these  patients  were  also  sent  to  the  Regional 
Blood  Transfusion  Officer,  Cardiff,  to  ascertain  the  blood  group  and 
R.H.  factor.  Where  the  R.H.  factor  was  negative  an  attempt  was  made 
obtain  a specimen  of  the  husband’s  blood  for  examination.

Before  the  operation  of  the  National  Health  Services  Act 
persons  not  in  a position  to  pay  were,  in  some  cases,  assisted  by 
the  Council.

(a)  Diphtheria. 

For  the  second  successive  year  no  con  filmed  case  of  diphtheria  has 
occurred  in  this  area. 

Under  the  National  Health  Act  the  Immunisation  against  Diph- 
theria is  carried  out  by  private  medical  practitioners,  or  at  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics.

(b)  Tuberculosis 

Twenty  new  cases  were  reported  for  the  first  time  during  the  year. 
There  were  eleven  deaths  from  the  disease  as  compared  with  eight  last 
year.  All  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  reported  by  the  Council  to  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  visits  made  by  the  Tuberculosis  Visitor 
who  submits  a report  to  the  Health  Department  on  the  home  conditions 
of  the  patient.  The  Council  are  still  concerned  with  the  disinfection 
of  the  premises  and  bedding,  the  general  housing  conditions  of  the 
patients,  and  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  persons  taking  part  in  the 
handling  of  foods. 

(c)  Scarlet  Fever 

Nine  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  as  compared  with  16  for 
1947.  Seven  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  for  isolation  and 
treatment. 

(d)  Cancer 

There  were  19  deaths  from  all  types  of  cancer. 

(e)  Puerperal  Pyrexia 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  the  year. 
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(/)  Typhoid  Fever 

Two  cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  were  reported  at  Llanharry  in  July. 
Both  children  were  of  the  same  family.  A full  investigation  failed  to 
disclose  any  contact  with  known  cases.  All  precautions  were  taken  to 
prevent  spread  of  disease  and  no  efforts  were  spared  in  endeavouring 
to  trace  the  origin.  The  Pathologist  reported  the  Paratyphoid  to  be 
Type  B.  No  further  cases  were  reported  and  the  patients  made  a 
satisfactory  recovery. 


(g)  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 

Fifty-five  cases  of  Meales  and  40  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were 
reported  during  the  year. 

(h)  Infantile  Paralysis 

A positive  case  occurred  during  the  year  and  the  patient  made  a 
satisfactory  recovery.

SECTION  C — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

1.  Water  Supply 

(«)  Public  Supplies 

The  Statutory  Water  Undertaker  for  the  area  is  the  Mid- 
Glamorgan  Water  Board  acting  under  a Local  Act  which  came  into 
operation  in  1921. 

The  Council  were  very  active  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies 
Act,  1933,  and  32  mains  extensions  were  carried  out.  At  the  end  of 
1948,  94.3  per  cent,  of  all  dwelling  houses  in  the  area  were  connected 
to  the  Water  Board’s  Mains  (See  Table  attached) 

Many  houses  representing  the  remaining  5.7  per  cent,  have  been 
included  in  nine  further  schemes  submitted  to  the  Water  Board  under 
the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944.  The  remainder 
are  isolated  farms  and  houses,  some  of  which  are  sited  on  the  hills  in 
the  north  where  they  have  a constant  supply  of  pure  spring  water. 
82  per  cent,  of  the  Milk  producing  farms  have  a public  supply  of  water 
to  their  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Rooms. 

The  chief  sources  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan’s  supply  are  springs  in 
this  area  and  in  the  area  of  adjoining  local  authorities  and  in  some 
instances  upland  surface  water.  The  Spring  water  is  very  hard  but  of  a 
high  bacteriolcgical  standard  and  none  of  the  water  is  subject  to  plumbo 
solvent  action. 

(b)  Private  Supplies 

The  private  water  supplies  of  the  area  were  sampled  regularly 
throughout  the  year.  Of  the  fifty  samples  taken,  twenty  proved  to  be 
satisfactory  in  all  respects,  sixteen  were  fairly  satisfactory  and  fourteen 
were  of  an  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  standard.  In  the  latter 
figure,  however,  are  included  three  special  samples  of  untreated  river 
water  taken  from  the  supply  to  the  C.W.S.  Dairy  at  Llanharan. 
Samples  taken  after  treatment  by  filtration  and  chlorination  proved 
this  water  to  be  satisfactory.  Four  of  the  contaminated  samples  were 
obtained  in  efforts  made  to  find  a pure  and  suitable  private  supply  for  a 
newly  registered  dairy  farm  in  the  northern  part  of  the  area. 

In  other  cases  where  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  the 
matter  was  taken  up  with  regard  to  prevention  of  pollution  or  provision 
of  an  alternative  supply. 

( c ) Pools 

Further  representations  were  made  to  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  regarding  the  filling  in  of  the  insanitary  village  pools  at 
Llanmaes  and  Gilestone.  An  undertaking  was  received  from  that 
body  regarding  the  pool  at  Gilestone  and  a conditional  agreement  was 
made  in  connection  with  the  Llanmaes  pool. 
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( d ) Public  Wells 

A public  well  in  the  parish  of  Llanmaes  was  provided  with  a 
concrete  cover  during  the  year. 

The  well  at  Llanquian  Road,  Aberthin,  was  adequately  covered 
and  the  pump  repaired.

(4)  Occupation  of  Military  Camps 

(a)  Boverton 

Some  further  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  these  huts. 
Thirteen  are  now  occupied. 

( b ) St.  Mary  Hill 

Four  of  the  tenants  of  these  primitive  huts  were  re-housed  during 
the  year,  and  in  each  case  the  hut  was  demolished  as  soon  as  it  became 
vacant. 

(c)  Castleton  Camp,  St.  Athan 

The  District  Council  took  over  a group  of  former  R.A.F.  huts  near 
Castleton  Farm,  St.  Athan.  Unfortunately  most  of  these  huts  were 
occupied  when  taken  over  by  the  Council.  This  made  more  difficult 
to  the  works  of  conversion  and  improvement  Public  supply  of  water 
has  been  conveyed  to  this  site  and  is  in  the  course  of  connection  to  each 
individual  hut.  A sink  and  slop  water  drainage  is  also  being  provided 
for  each  hut.  At  the  end  of  the  year  eighteen  families  were  housed  on 
this  site. 

(d)  Llandow  Camp 

The  District  Council  accepted  the  transfer  of  suitable  requisitioned 
huts  near  Letchmoor  Farm  and  Highfield  Farm  south  of  Llandow 
R.A.F.  Station.  It  was  possible  for  these  huts  to  be  partitioned  off 
into  suitable  units  with  public  water  supply,  sink  and  drainage  to  the 
Camp  sewer,  and  electric  light  before  occupation. 
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These  bungalows  have  been  made  into  comfortable  habitation  and 
with  care  should  have  a life  of  a number  of  years.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  24  bungalows  at  Letchmoor  and  eight  at  Highfield  were  occupied. 

The  District  Council  have  also  accepted  the  requisition  of  a 
further  site  at  this  Camp  and  these  bungalows  will  probably  be  made 
ready  for  occupation  early  in  1949. 

i Drainage  and  Sewerage 

\a)  Tylagarw  Sewer 

The  work  on  this  sewer,  which  discharges  into  the  mains  of  the 
Llantrisant  and  Llantwit  Fardre  Rural  District  Council,  was  completed 
during  the  year.

4 (a)  Public  Cleansing 

Proposed  Schevie  for  Collection  by  Dire:t  Labour 

The  Council  considered  a further  report  prepared  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Finance  Officer  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse  by 
direct  labour  and  incorporating  refuse  and  salvage  collection. 

As  a first  step  in  this  programme  it  was  decided  to  carry  out  the 
collection  of  refuse  by  direct  labour  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  area 
(including  the  R.A.F.  Station,  St.  Athan)  and  cesspool  emptying  for  the 
whole  area  from  the  1st  April,  1949,  and  giving  this  service  to  the 
remainder  of  the  aiea  as  from  the  1st  April,  1950. 

Existing  Arrangements 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  serviced  by  a refuse  collection  scheme  by 
contracts  shared  by  five  contractors.  Two  of  these  use  horses  and 
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carts  and  three  open  lorries.  These  open  vehicles  are  not  satisfactory 
and  are  a potential  danger  to  public  health. 

Daily  collections  are  carried  out  at  Pembroke  Street  (Thomastown) 
Llanharan  and  Brynna  villages;  Llanharry,  Coedcae  Lane  and 
Ynysmardy  have  a twice-weekly  collection.  The  remainder  of  the  area 
receive  a once  weekly  collection. 

As  agents  for  the  Air  Ministry  the  Council  undertake  the  collection 
of  domestic  refuse  from  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station,  St.  Athan. 


Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  from  Llanharan  and  Brynna  is  disposed  of  by  Controlled 
tipping  at  Trenos  Farm,  Llanharan.  Here  a considerable  area  of  low 
lying  agricultural  land  has  been  reclaimed. 

Refuse  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  area  is  disposed  of  at 
Llanmihangel  Refuse  Disposal  Site.  Large  quantities  of  refuse  are 
dealt  with  on  this  site. 


Scavenging  of  Street  and  Highways 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  by 
agreement.  In  addition  the  Council  employs  a part-time  labourer  for 
cleansing  the  Streets  at  Llantwit  Major  on  Sundays.

5.  Eradication  of  Domestic  Pests

Periodical  inspections  are  made  to  ensure  safe  and  healthy 
conditions. 

Application  was  made  during  the  year  for  the  Licensing  of  a 
Workmen’s  Hall  for  occasional  showing  of  inflammable  films  by 
portable  projector.

The  attention  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  was  drawn  to  the 
defective  condition  of  the  sewage  disposal  plant  at  the  above  and  the 
necessary  repairs  were  carried  out. 
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There  was  no  change  in  the  sanitation  in  the  remaining  schools  in 
the  area,  but  it  it  hoped  that  the  County  Education  Authority  will  spare 
no  efforts  to  provide  all  rural  schools  with  modern  sanitary  conditiins. 
It  is  impossible  for  children  to  understand  elementary  hygiene  in  their 
impressive  years  when  they  have  to  use  obsolete  and  insatiary  fittings. 
1 should  like  to  see  all  schools  provided  with  an  adequate  number  of 
drinking  fountains  where  children  can  have  access  to  pure  water 
vithout  all  using  the  same  glass  or  cup. 


15.  INSPECTIONS  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOODS 

{a)  Milk  Production  and  Distribution 

The  Cowbridge  Rural  District  is  one  of  the  most  important  milk 
producing  areas  in  the  County.  A considerable  amount  of  work  has 
been  carried  out  in  having  cowsheds  modernised  and  it  is  true  to  say 
that  the  farmers  and  dairymen  have,  with  few  exceptions,  produced 
wholesome  and  clean  milk. 

It  may  well  be  that  before  the  next  report  the  supervision  of  milk 
production  will  be  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  This  is, 
in  my  opinion,  a retrograde  step,  and  will  remove  from  local  control  an 
important  public  health  function  which  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
Council  since  it  was  formed  in  1894.

Sampling  of  Ice  Cream  from  producers  and  retailers  within  the 
area  was  carried  out  throughout  the  season.  In  addition  advisory  visits 
have  been  made  to  the  premises  with  a view  to  obtaining  compliance 
with  the  rfcquirements  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations 
and  in  an  endeavour  generally  to  raise  the  standards  of  production  and 
sale  of  this  food. 
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The  Council  considered  a report  upon  the  result  of  the  inspections 
made  of  Ice  Cream  manufacturing  and  retailing  premises  in  the  area. 
This  disclosed  that  two  manufacturers  had  decided  to  cease  producing 
Ice  Cream  for  sale  and  in  future  would  purchase  the  Ice  Cream  in  bulk. 

The  Council  cancelled  the  Registration  of  one  manufacturer/ 
retailer  after  the  necessary  notice  had  been  served  under  Section  14  (3) 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  The  reason  for  this  action  was  thci 
unsatisfactory  methods  of  manufacture  and  the  absence  of  any  facilities^ 
as  required  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.
